EARLY  AMERICAN  HOOK  RUGS 


Collector's  luck!  Call  it  that,  it'  you  will:  it  is  of  both  kinds,  good 
and  bad;  but  it  is  thrilling,  this  browsing  about  for  the  hidden — dis- 
carded, cast  aside,  spurned — you're  searching  for. 

Well,  once  upon  a  time,  I  strayed  into  the  Wallace  Nutting  Man- 
sions at  Newburyport,  Massachusetts.  Here  Mr.  Nutting  had  re- 
stored the  very  first,  or  one  of  the  first  houses  built  of  imported  brick 
in  this  place  of  Revolutionary  and  pre-Revolutionary  importance. 
The  house  was  block-shaped  with  sturdy,  thick  walls,  solid  and  comfort- 
giving  to  generations  that  had  long  since  passed  on.  Here,  within 
four  walls,  one  could  feast  the  eve  on  treasure — mirror,  chair,  table, 
highboy  or  lowboy,  ancestral  floor  clock,  secretary,  banjo  clock,  fire 
dogs,  pewter.  It  mattered  not  which  way  one  looked,  there  the  cov- 
eted treasure  was,  and  there  it  remained.  Nothing  was  for  sale.  You 
were  in  a  museum.  There  were  several — Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire, 
Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  Portland,  Maine — others,  perhaps,  that  I 
did  not  know  of.  I'd  like  to  pause  and  pay  a  tribute  to  Mr.  Wallace 
Nutting.  Here  was  an  American  who  was  so  intensely  interested  in 
the  handicrafts  of  our  early  history  that  he  assembled  the  most  re- 
markable collection  of  such  like  that  in  our  time  has  ever  been  in  the 
possession  of  one  individual  and  who  actually  maintained  these  man- 
sions, all  carefully  restored  to  their  original  Colonial  day  condition, 
as  private  museums.  They  have  passed,  his  treasures  are  scattered. 
The  pity  is  that  the  contents  of  his  mansions  could  not  have  been 
included  in  our  profoundly  impressive  Museum  which  graces  Fifth 
Avenue,  New  York  City. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  here  was  I  in  the  Colonial  mansion  in  old  New- 
buryport ;  and,  though  the  floors  were  painted,  there  was  nothing  over 
the  paint  as  a  covering — no  carpets  of  Colonial  days,  no  rugs  of 
Colonial  times.  Why  not?  I  had  seen  one  "hook"  rug;  at  least  that 
was  how  it  had  been  designated  to  me  by  the  interesting  old  codger  who 
presided  over  the  town's  "cast  off"  shop  where  I  discovered  it. 

I  was  not  of  this  New  England,  knew  nothing  of  these  hook  rugs 
that  were  so  out  of  style  that  they  lay,  dust  covered,  ageing  in  gar- 
rets, in  leather  trunks  whose  leather  hinges  had  rotted;  but  I  did  real- 
ize that,  as  I  had  seen  one,  there  must  be  others,  so  the  chase  was  on, 
and  an  interesting  pursuit  it  has  been.  Indeed,  I  very  much  doubt 
whether  our  early  Americans  have  left  us  any  better  example  of  their 


quaint  artistry  than  may  be  found  in  the  more  distinctive  type  of 
hook  rug. 

Cherish  the  hook  rugs  that  are  brought  under  your  roof;  take  all 
possible  care  of  them,  for  time  will  place  a  value  on  them  far  in  excess 
of  to-day's;  and  each  day  finds  that  rare,  unique  type  more  difficult 
to  locate. 

The  collection  here  catalogued  is  extremely  varied.  Some  of  the 
more  unique  specimens  show  a  kitty  lapping  from  the  milk  jug;  doves 
cuddling  as  we  are  told  they  always  do;  a  horse,  mane  tossing,  and 
tail  straight  out,  so  rapid  is  his  speed ;  a  farm  house  on  the  side  of 
a  protecting  hill,  with  wood  fence,  ducks,  cows,  oaken  bucket,  so  many 
details  on  a  small  surface  that  you  must  stand  off  several  paces  to  see 
them  all ;  a  cock  crowing  on  a  barn  roof — cock  almost  the  size  of  barn. 
There  are  tiny  rugs,  dwarfs,  of  pigmy  size,  in  fact;  rugs  of  ivory 
ground  with  delicately  modeled  flowers  (you  are  confident  you  smell 
their  fragrance);  rugs  of  black  with  gorgeous,  passionate  red  roses; 
square  rugs;  rugs  of  tile  motifs  with  blocks  that  seem  to  be  all  alike 
and  upon  close  scrutiny  never  are;  round  ones;  ovals;  several  "Wel- 
come" rugs;  and  one — only  one,  mind  you — "Call  Again,"  very  rare; 
there  are  large  pieces  of  a  size  to  cover  a  floor  completely  and  many 
others  equally  as  individual  as  those  I  have  pictured. 

These  and  other  rugs  of  the  types  most  sought  comprise  the  col- 
lection now  offered  for  sale  and  placed  on  exhibition  in  the  American 
Ai  t  Galleries,  which  is  truly  a  museum,  inasmuch  as  the  commonplace 
collection  cannot  gain  admittance.  Unlike  the  usual  museum,  however, 
it  is  a  marketplace  where  treasure — gold — is  exchanged  for  treasure: 
call  it  what  you  will,  treasure  it  is,  gleaned  from  the  world's  store, 
the  world's  treasure  chest,  and  placed  there  before  you.

CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 

I  Rejection  of  bids:  Anv  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the 
article  offered  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by 
the  auctioneer'if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

J.",/,^^,1',,'  (lel)osit  i,y  buyer:  The  name  of  the  buyer  of  each  lot  Shall 
be  civen 'immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so  required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a 
card  "ivin"  the  lot  number,  amount  for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address. 

A  deposit  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the 
purchase  prices  as  may  be  required. 

If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with,  the  lot  or  lots  so  pur- 
chased mav  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

IV  Risk  after  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer, 
and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers'  risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  tire, 
breakage  however  occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

V  Delivery  of  purchases:  Delivery   of  any  purchases  will  be   made  only  upon 
payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

VI  Receipted  bills:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  receipted 
bill  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  anv  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order 
by  the  buver  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a 
receipted  bill'  is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should 
immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss. 

VII.  Storage  in  default  of  prompt  payment  and  calling  for  (roods:  Articles  not 
paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following 
that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the  Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to 
and  stored  in  some  warehouse  until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser, 
and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against 
the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will 
be  upon  the  purchaser. 

In  anv  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the 
day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any

IX.  Guaranty:  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot  cor- 
rectly and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  sale  to  point  out  any  error, 
defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either  by  the  owner  or  the  Association 
of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and 
no  sale  will  be  set  aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloging  or  imper- 
fection not  noted  or  pointed  out.    Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

Every  lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and  the  Asso- 
ciation will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy  expert  to  the  effect  that 
any  lot  has  been  incorrectly  catalogued  and  in  its  judgment  may  thereafter  sell  the  lot 
as  catalogued  or  make  mention  of  the  opinion  of  such  expert,  who  thereby  will  become 
responsible  for  such  damage  as  might  result  were  his  opinion  without  foundation. 

X.  Records:  The  records  of  the  Auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases  to 
be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases  be  accepted  by  both  buyer  and 
seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or  damage  shall  lie. 

XI.  Buying  on  order:  Buying  or  bidding  by  the  Association  for  responsible 
parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail,  telegraph,  or  telephone,  if  conditions  permit, 
will  lie  faithfully  attended  to  without  charce  or  commission.  Any  purchases  so  made 
will  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions  of  sale,  except  that,  in  the  event  of  a  purchase 
of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or  for  a  purchaser  who  has  not  through  himself  or  his 
agent  been  present  at  the  exhibition  or  sale,  the  Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  he 
returned  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  sale,  and  the  purchase  money  will  be  refunded 
if  the  lot  differs  from  its  catalogue  description. 

Orders  for  execution  by  the  Association  should  be  given  with  such  clearness  as 
to  leave  no  room  for  misunderstanding.  Not  only  should  the  lot  number  he  given, 
but  also  the  title,  and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be  so  much  for  the  lot.  and  when  the 
lot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  books  or  objects  of  arts,  the  bid  per  volume 
or  piece  should  also  be  stated.  If  the  one  transmitting  the  order  is  unknown  to  the  Asso- 
ciation, a  deposit  must  be  sent  or  reference  submitted.  Shipping  directions  should  also 
be  given. 

Priced  Catalogues:  Priced  copies  of  the  catalogue,  or  any  session  thereof,  will  be 
furnished  by  the  Association  at  charges  commensurate  with  the  duties  involved  in  copy- 
ing the  necessary  information  from  the  records  of  the  Association. 

These  conditions  of  sale  cannot  be  altered  except  by  the  auctioneer  or  by  an  officer 
of  the  Association.

Note:  No  other  hooked  carpet'of  these  palatial  and  beautiful  proportions 
has  ever  been  offered  at  public  salt*.  The  difficulties  to  he  overcome  after 
procuring  the  very  exquisite  design  for  this  superb  piece  of  American  crafts- 
manship were  many.  In  the  first  place,  no  loom  was  in  existence  to  weave  the 
foundation  burlap  in  one  piece,  viz.,  15  feet  by  14  feet;  consequently  a 
hand  loom  had  to  be  set  up  to  weave  the  foundation.  It  is  said  that  forty 
women  were  engaged  on  this  work  of  love  and  patience,  and  that  it  was 
eventually  presented  to  a  public  Atheneum  in  Boston.  The  carpet  is  in  re- 
markably fine  condition.  The  pile  is  still  over  one-half  inch  thick,  and  with 
a  sturdiness  of  hooking  that  will  undoubtedly  survive  another  hundred  years. 
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
